Examiner believes that Applicant's argument is not persuasive. With respect to the objection of the drawing, the examiner still 
objects to the drawing because GLO and DLO are not present in the drawing, to have the drawing complies with the claims, the 
gate lines and the data lines should starts from GLO and DLO. Applicant (top of page 3) argued that Asada et al. fails to provide 
proper motivation. Examiner respectfully disagrees, the cited portion (col. 13, lines 31-38) clearly shows that the data is 
supplied simultaneously. The motivation is clear in Asada's invention because the purpose of the invention is to provide a 
competent image gualitv with a stable high contrast, this is done "in part" as recited in col. 13. lines 31-38 by simultaneously 
applying the data. Therefore, the Examiner believes that the motivation to combine is proper. Even though if we consider for 
the sake of arguemnt that the motivation to combine the two reference is not explicitly disclosed in Asada's reference; a person 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention ws made would be modified to combine the tweo teachings simply, to spped 
up the supplying of data, or to provide high contrast by providing black data in the no display area, while supplying the image 
data to the active portion of the display. These reasons would be clear and apparent to one have ordinary knowledge of the art
